McGovern had ex­ 
pressed ‘‘1,000 per cent” sup­ 
port for his running mate, who 
has disclosed that on three oc­ 
casions between 1960 and 1966 
he was hospitalized for nervous

“I’m confident that George 
McGovern is not going to ask 
me to withdraw."

said 
“ We ought to get together at 
the end of the week and see 
where we’re at,” a decision 
could come sooner. 
They could meet as early as 
Sunday. McGovern is due back 
in Washington in the early 
morning hours Sunday, and 
Eagleton is also scheduled to 
return from his first campaign 
swing. 
McGovern’s statement that a 
change was under consideration 
came amid continuing rumors 
in Washington that a decision 
had already been made to drop 
Eagleton, an unprecendented 
move that would require a 
meeting of the newly revamped 
Democratic 
National 
Com­ 
mittee to choose a new Demo­ 
cratic vice presidential candi­ 
date. 
Each state’s national com­ 
mittee members would cast a 
vote proportionate to the state’s 
delegates to the recent Demo­ 
cratic National Convention 
The new committee, still in 
the process of being formed, is 
to have 278 delegates from the 
50 states.

(A P I- 
Rich ard Guzman, a member of 
the famed “ Flying W a lleudas” 
high wire troupe, fell to his 
death before an opening night 
circus crowd here Friday night. 
Guzman, 29, a son-in-law of 
the troupe’s founder Karl Wall* 
e nd a. a ppa. ren 11 y con t a vted a 
live electrical wire while climb­ 
ing a pole d uri n g the fa m i 1 x’ s 
act and fell 60 feet to the 
ground, police said. 
It was the second time Wa Ti­ 
enda had watched a member of 
his family die in the aerial act. 
Two members of the troupe, in­ 
cluding Wallenda's nephew Die­ 
ter Schepp, were killed in. De­ 
troit in. 1962 when their seven- 
man pyramid collapsed. M ark 
Wallenda, Karl’s adopted son 
w a s pe > • in a nentiy pa r a iy zed in 
that accident. 
Wallenda. 67, was walking a 
wire across the 'Wheeling Island 
Stadium when the accident took 
place Friday and had to contin­ 
ue his walk, after seeing his 
son-in-law fall. 
A reserve policeman. Harry 
Cróft, rushed to break Guz­ 
man’s fall, and was slightly in­ 
jured when Guzman fell on 
him, police said. 
Guzman, who was married to 
Karl’s daughter Carla, was not 
breathing and had no heartbeat 
when officials reached him.

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THE LAWMAN KILLER 
A special kind of killer haunts many of 
our communities today. He is the coward­ 
ly jackal who murders law enforcement 
officers. For many of his victims, he will 
be forever faceless because the fatal as­ 
saults are at the officers’ back and they 
have no opportunity to defend them­ 
selves. For others, the murderers leering 
lace is their last cognizable reality before 
the deafening explosion of gunfire brings 
their lives to an end. 
Last year, 126 local, county, and State 
law enforcement officers were murdered. 
This is 26 more than the number slain in 
1970. For the years 1962 through 1971, 
722 law enforcement officers were killed 
by criminals. During the same 10-year 
period, of the 965 offenders arrested on 
charges relating to the killings. 73 per­ 
cent had prior arrests for criminal charg­ 
es. Firearms were used in 96 percent of 
these slayings. 
The sharp increase in the number of 
police officers slain from ambush is par­ 
ticularly alarming and foreboding. Dur­ 
ing the period 1968-71. 49 officers were 
killed from ambush. There were seven 
ambush slayings in 1968, three in 1969, 
19 in 1970. and 20 in 1971. 
The murdering of a police officers from 
ambush is a shocking, unconscionable 
act. Beyond this, in many instances it is 
the ultimate penalty exacted from an of­ 
ficers because of liis availablity. A foot 
patrolman hearing the cries or screams 
of an alleged crime victim responds im­ 
mediately; officers in a police cruiser 
race to the scene of a reported crime or 
disturbance without question — each is 
an act of duty and human compassion. 
But today, alftoo often it turns out to be 
a dastardly planned scenario for derang­ 
ed killers bent on the ambush slaying of 
peace officers. 
Too many people are misled by the 
revolutionary romanticism babbled by 
self-styled guerrillas who ciy of repres­ 
sion and abuse while plotting to over­ 
throw the Governrftent and undermine 
society. The law enforcement officer, as 
the front-line symbol of the orderly pro­ 
cess of justice, has become a primary tar­ 
get of assassination. After some police 
slaying, certain insurgents have gloat­ 
ingly pronounced their groups were re­ 
sponsible. This indicates the depths of 
depravity to which men can sink. 
Most ambush slayings are not caused 
by the negligence of the victim officers. 
However, the increasing frequency of 
these tragic incidents makes it impera­ 
tive that each police officer be constantly 
alert to the planned terrorism directed 
against him by extremists. No complaint 
or call for police should be handled as 
“routine.” This fact has been made evi­ 
dent by the number of officers slain while 
on their regular patrols. 
The barbaric murderers must come to 
know that when law enforcement officers 
pay the supreme sacrifice, our society 
will demand a supreme penalty. To allow 
police killers to go without just punish­ 
ment would be to encourage the growing 
assaults against the rule of law and the 
principles of self-government. Further, 
the blood of every slain officer is on the 
hands of those who. by word or deed, con­ 
done, encourage, minimize, or excuse the 
terrorist tactics of extremists.

One by one. the potential con­ 
tender*; dropped by the way­ 
side. leaving only Conrad and 
Welsh.
